>Here's one for the group to help me figure out. I want to use a solar 
>panel (nominal 14 volts through the diode?) to maintain a charge ona 
>9.6V NiMH battery pack for use in the field with my kK1. I don't know for 
>sure that I need a full boat charge controlled because I don't intend to 
>keep things hooked up all the time. Any suggestions on the best way to 
>drop the voltage would be appreciated. 


The simplest means of charging a NiMH battery is to trickle charge it 
with a current that is C/20 or less. That means if the batteries are 
rated 1200 mah, they can safely be trickle charged with 60 ma or less 
forever. Figure the pack voltage will rise to at least 10.5v during 
charging, (14v-10.5v)/0.06a = 58 ohms. Any resistor slightly larger 
than this will work fine. 


A thread went around about current limit circuits the last time 

we kicked this one around, and the next step up from a simple resistor 
required two transistors and two resistors. Glen sent me this circuit 
which does a much better job maintaining a constant current over a wide 
range of input voltages such as from a solar panel. 


Both transistors can be 2N4401, 2N2222, etc. The 7.5 ohm resistor sets 
the current, and can be increased to 10 ohm to hit closer to 60 ma. 


The format he gives is a spice model. Draw the schematic yourself by 
hooking all the Os together, all the 1s together, all the 2s together, 
etc.

Dan, 

If you want a low-overhead current limiter, two transistors and 
two resistor oughta work too. Using germanium transistors would give 
even less overhead than a silicon transistor.... 

Here's the SPICE-type node list of the circuit: 


Vsource 10 Solar Cell; + end to node 1, "-" end to node 0 
123 NPN transistor (collector, base, emitter) 

R1 3 4 7.5 ohm resistor 
234 NPN silicon transistor, low power (2N3904) 
12 


470 ohm resistor 


The battery to be charged goes between node 4 and @. 

The 7.5 ohm resistor gives about 0.6 volts when 80 mA flows, which 

turns on Q2. When Q2 turns on, it clamps Q1's base, preventing more 
current from flowing. Voltage overhead required by this circuit is 

about 1.5 volts for silicon transistors. It can be re-designed for 

germanium for less overhead (but poorer temperature stability).

the Elecraft K1. I was working QRP with a Heathkit HW8 left over from 20 years 
ago on 40 meters and sometimes on 15 meters. I gave the HW8 to a young ham 

who really wanted one and bought the K1. I now have no working rig, bummer. 
I'm not too far from finishing the K1, I hope no later than August. 


I have been interested in the posts on various bands of choice: such as QRP/CW 
on 2 meters and all the posts on 6 meter CW. I was working ten meters QRP/CW 

for quite a few years, but not recently. I no longer have a rig that has ten 
meter 

capability. I have been searching the QST archives and found several circuits in 
PDF format to download. I'm still waiting for a reprint article by W7ZOI for 
review. Too bad Elecraft doesn't offer a 10 meter band kit. I asked and was told 
it had never been tested and wasn't available. 


At this point in time I am trying to put together something for ten meters. I 
know 

I could just buy a commercial rig, but I would rather buy a kit or just build 
from 

plans. The original reason for this post is to ask for help finding a kit or 
circuits 

for ten meter CW transmitters or transceivers. (Please, no tube articles, hi) 
Maybe 

someone has worked out the details for converting one of the TenTec kits to ten? 


One of the factors that resparked my interest in ham radio was this list. Each 
day 

I would read the comments about someone just working some DX and others 
building rigs and sharing ideas. It was just like when I was a novice, I was 
part 

of a large group of just licensed hams. We called each other with what we 
thought 

was exciting news. Just working a JA or VK was big news. I have always kept my 
license renewed and updated, but had the idea that I would be active again when 
I 


had the time or when things settled down. Now in my mid-50s, I don't want to 
wait 

for that unknown time or events that make life better. I was a novice at 13 and 
I 

didn't wait then. 


My only drawback is my lease doesn't allow any outside antennas. I have been 
working on a ZL Special for 15 meters in the attic. I had room for a 3 element 
beam, 
but had too much trouble with all the wiring destroying the pattern. The ZL 
seems 
like a better choice with both elements driven. Less chance of decoupling. My 
orientation is north-south and that's a good pattern for my QTH in Tampa. I have 
also been trying to find ideas for antennas that can be put up and taken down in 
a few minutes and are small enough to fit into my utility room. I thought I 
could 
put up something for 30 or 40 meters at night and take it down again before the 
landlord sees it. 


I know the best band for DX has always been 20 meters. I tried several times to 
work 20, but always someone would start calling CQ on top of me while calling 
CQ. This was always a "very" strong station and sending about 80wpm. I felt 
like I was standing in the middle of a freeway. I couldn't imagine trying QRP 
there. 

I see by the post though that many of you work 20/QRP with success. I applaud 
your effort, it's something I have never been able to do. I have had years of 
fun on 

many other bands, but never went back to get run over. I spent 2 years in 
Ethiopia 

and used 20 almost every night, even RTTY. It's a different band in that part of 
the 

world. 


Well, I need to get back to the soldering. The K1 is moving along and a WM-2 
wattmeter is almost finished. Now, you guys play nice and look out for me on the 
air, I have a lot to say.

This year I have used both the MP-1 and PW-1 from at least four motels I can 
remember. Each operation yielded several log pages of contacts, receiving 
many reports in the 559 to 579 range. My formula is always the same and 
simple, 20m during the day, 40m in the evening. 


Each room had a balcony...so it was easy to setup up my tripod, pop on the 
MP-1 and tilt it out at 45 degrees. Three 16 and half foot radials get 
draped anywhichway I can get them spreadout...one on the balcony, two back 
in the room. And you did ask for the top floor didn't you? 


Remember, there's nothing magical about Vern's antenna. It's a short loaded 
whip. But it does radiate and it does work; in my experience, it works quite 
well. And the more experience you have, the better it will work for you. 


My suggestion, if you want portable qso's & MP-1 success, is to swing the 
bat A LOT. Call CQ consistently around the qrp frequencies...there's always 
a willing and ready audience to share in your qrp adventure. A little 
promotion of your upcoming portable operation helps, too...spread the word 


before you go! 


With the MP-1, like qrp in general, you gotta believe. The more you believe, 
the more things will start happening and the more qso's you'll rack up. 
Remember the ol' bumper sticker, THINK SNOW? Well, THINK QRP!

I have a problem with my Redhot NC20 transmit offset. On my first 3 QSOs with the 
radio, I've had to set the RIT all the way down (just over 1 kHz) to hear an 
answer to my calling CQ. Either I have a problem, or everyone is running split on 
14.062. 


The radio does not normally let you hear the "real" side tone. Instead, a 
synthesized side tone is output from the TiCK keyer chip. In order to set the TX 
offset, three temporary mods have to be made. First, the audio derived AGC is 
disabled; second, a signal from the keyer that normally causes the AGC to go to 
full limit is disabled; and third, a resistor is added around a FET switch that 


kills the received audio when transmitting. Making these changes, (I've done this 
three times), the transmit BFO is adjusted so that I hear a 600 Hz tone, very near 
the synthesized tone in fact. I then return the radio to normal by undoing all 
the mods, and find that I am transmitting 1 kHz below where I should be. I've 
checked the RIT circuitry and verified that the contribution from the RIT is 
disabled during transmit. How can this be if I hear the correct side tone with 
the temporary mods? I know I could fix this with a good frequency counter, but I 
just can't seem to find one i! 

n my junk box. Any suggestions?

I think you're referring to the MP1 antenna by W6MMA. I bought one at FDIM 
and LOVE IT! It's got no where near the performance of my 80M loop in the 
backyard, but I can't put my 80M loop in my suitcase. 


On a trip to San Francisco about 3 weeks ago, I worked ZL1ABB on 20M at 
about 9:30 pm PDT on 3 Watts. Had just gotten back to my hotel from dinner 
with the boss. Fortunately, I was on the ground floor of a Marriott 
Courtyard (although the antenna comes with a bracket you can mount ona 
balcony rail, too). Set the antenna just outside the sliding glass door (on

Dan, and the group, I can't figure out why a voltage standard and 
a series pass transistor would not be the best regulator you can use. In 
theory you charge with all the current the solar panel can develop until 
the voltage reaches a defined maximum. Then the charge is dropped to a 
trickle like say 60 ma. 


I would have a pot to set the max voltage allowed at the output of 
the pass transistor, and another to set the trickle value. The voltage 
standard is an ic the number of which I forget now. Radio Shack still 
carries them....

rated 1200 mah, they can safely be trickle charged with 60 ma or less 
forever.

A thread went around about current limit circuits the last time 

we kicked this one around, and the next step up from a simple resistor 
required two transistors and two resistors. Glen sent me this circuit 
which does a much better job maintaining a constant current over a wide 
range of input voltages such as from a solar panel. 


Both transistors can be 2N4401, 2N2222, etc. The 7.5 ohm resistor sets 
the current, and can be increased to 10 ohm to hit closer to 60 ma. 


The format he gives is a spice model. Draw the schematic yourself by 
hooking all the Os together, all the 1s together, all the 2s together, 
etc.

If you want a low-overhead current limiter, two transistors and 
two resistor oughta work too. Using germanium transistors would give 
even less overhead than a silicon transistor.... 

Here's the SPICE-type node list of the circuit: 


Vsource 10 Solar Cell; + end to node 1, "-" end to node 0 
Q1 123 NPN transistor (collector, base, emitter) 

R1 3 4 7.5 ohm resistor 

Q2 234 NPN silicon transistor, low power (2N3904) 

R2 12 470 ohm resistor 


The battery to be charged goes between node 4 and 0. 

The 7.5 ohm resistor gives about 0.6 volts when 80 mA flows, which 

turns on Q2. When Q2 turns on, it clamps Q1's base, preventing more 
current from flowing. Voltage overhead required by this circuit is 

about 1.5 volts for silicon transistors. It can be re-designed for 

germanium for less overhead (but poorer temperature stability).

OK, let's leave a bit of room for my experience. I omn a ca. 1993 Omni Six, 
upgraded to a "Plus" by the factory several years ago. I operate on all 
bands, 160-10 Meters. I can honestly say I have never, in eight years of 
putting a lot of serious hours on this radio, experienced or detected a 
birdie condition of any kind. 


To put this birdie thing into perspective, I decided to test just how bad 
this condition is on my receiver. I just finished sweeping two bands, 40M 
and 10M. I disconnected the antenna and began sweeping the entire range of 
the receiver. I had 2 weak birdies on 10-meters that disappeared when the 
antenna was connected and one relatively strong birdie at 6,998.00 kHz on 
40-meters, but it also disappears with the antenna connected. 


Some units may be affected more than others and I suspect that 
inter-compartment cable routing can explain some of this. I would look for 
other cabling alternatives than the author's "sticking a ferrite clamp on 
anything that resembles a wire" shot-gun approach."

The birdies on the Omni VI plus vary from rig to rig. N6CHA lives up the 
street and has had two of the VI pluses and one plain Jane Omni VI. The 
first plus had some loud birdies on ten meters and the second plus I just 
had the chance to use with headphones, the birdies are barely detectable. 
You have to be looking for them now. 


When he gripe to Ten-Tec on the first VI plus they said to send it back and 
they would move some wires, tighten up the screws, etc, and let their birdie 
expert go over it. I couldn't believe the TT representative said this!! 

The same year I was at Dayton and asked if I could give a listen to the one 
of the Omni VI pluses they had on the floor with my headphones. I couldn't 
hear ANY birdies with the volume turned all the way up. My friend Bill sent

I am not a chemist, but from the reading on the web sites on the care 
and treatment of the different battery chemistries, they all need to be 
treated differently. 


The "gel cell" and the lead acid battery like to be float charged using 
a constant voltage source. I was recently reading that float charging is 
recommended in “non cyclic" applications where the battery is not 
discharged more than once every two months (!). A different charging 
mechanism is required for fast charging. 


Many of the newer batteries such as Li-ion are difficult to fast charge. 
>From my readings on charger ICs for Li-ion, they are fast charged in 

high current pulses, not with a steady DC current. See section 4.3.3.2 
A constant current source **xcannotx* be used to charge a Li-ion battery. 


See http: //www.national.com/ds/LM/LM3647.pdf£ for the description of 
a chip that will charge Nicad, NiMH, and Li-ion batteries. In this 
description are the charging voltage characteristics of the three 
different battery types. 


>From what I can read between the line, these newer battery types are 
difficult to fast charge because it can be difficult to tell when they 
are done charging. It is not good to continue pumping high current into 
them after they are finished charging! 


The National part shows how to configure a common LM317 as a current 
source. See section 4.4.2. You need only U3, R4 and R37 to feed the 
battery. The diode and other stuff is not needed. R4 sets the current. 
I (amps) = 1.25v/R4, so as shown, the charging current is 250 ma, R4 = 
22 ohms produces 60 ma. 


Using a LM317 is one less part than using Glens two transistor, two 
resistor circuit, however, the LM317 will need at least 4.5v of excess 
supply voltage to get the current mode trick to work well (3v drop from 
input to output plus a 1.25v regulated output). 


A LM7805 5v regulator would work also, but requires 8v of excess supply 
voltage (3v drop from input to output, plus a regulated 5v), which is a 
lot to give up. 


I was glad to see that trickle charging up to a rate of C/20 was 
acceptable for NiMH batteries. My homebrew portable 40m rig draws about 
11 ma at 12v on receive, so with a charging limit of C/20 (60 ma for an 
inexpensive 1200 mah AA NiMH battery pack), that leaves 60 ma to charge 
the batteries when I am not using the rig, or 49 ma to charge the 
batteries when receiving to take some of the sting out of transmitting. 
A small battery pack can easily be used to last an entire (daylight!) 
contest under these conditions.

Dan, and the group, I can't figure out why a voltage standard and 
a series pass transistor would not be the best regulator you can use. In 
theory you charge with all the current the solar panel can develop until 
the voltage reaches a defined maximum. Then the charge is dropped to a 
trickle like say 60 ma. 


I would have a pot to set the max voltage allowed at the output of 
the pass transistor, and another to set the trickle value. The voltage 
standard is an ic the number of which I forget now. Radio Shack still 
carries them....

Boy - do I ever WISH I'd brought an easier antenna to erect. I'm now 
collecting empirical data to develop an equation describing the degree of 
"entanglement" encountered between unpacking a nicely spooled antenna and 
having it in the air, ready to go. Something like: 


E = Kp(n%2) where: 


E = Entanglement Factor 
n = number of "lines" emanating from the antenna feedpoint 
end-supported dipole: 3 
center-supported dipole: 4 
center-supported 2 band "fan" dipole: 6 
(I haven't decided if the feedline and hoist line count as 
separate lines or not, for now they are counted as they 
certainly each entangled in their own way!) 
p = number of "end" or "hoist" points requiring tossing a line 
into trees, or placing a stake into difficult terrain (rocks, 
bramble bushes,...) 

K = proportionality constant to be determined empircally. For 
example, seine cord works as well snaring trees and brush as 
it allegedly does catching fish, so it gets a higher "K" value 
than 1/8" poly cord. 


So my operation gets a: 
E = Kx4x«(6%2) = 136*K (see why "K" is going to be important?) 
But I digress...

Gang, 


A couple months ago I bought one of those little circuit board kits from 
Roger what makes a QRP stereo FM transmitter so I could listen to my 
Coltrane & banda collection while out in the printery. Man, are those 
things -- the FM transmitter thingies -- hard to get set up right. 
Without a deviation meter (hard to imagine that someone as deviant as I 
am not having one, ain't it?) & appropriate other stuff, it's pretty much 
hit & miss. 


But today I was out in the printery making some new business cards & some 
"eyeball" cards & I think I finally got it right. Grupo Exterminador 
sounds pretty good out there. " Toma! Toma!" 


While I was settin' up the FM thingie, I also decided to put QSL info on 
the back of the eyeball cards. I could use ‘em for real QRP QSLs. They 
ain't that big but they get the message across. Also while I was settin' 
up the FM thingie, I remembered how many years ago, when I was a small 
crystal set builder, one of the local radio stations did a stereo 
broadcast every Sunday evening. Right channel was at 1290 kHz AM; left 
channel was on 99.1 MHz (or something like that). They transmitted a test 
tone (like the old Ampex two-track test tapes) on each channel so people 
could set their levels at home right. 


One of the neighbors had what was probably the first "High-Fidelity" 
set-ups in town. When he wasn't playing around with the AM/FM stereo 
thingie, he'd belt down a six-pack & put bag-pipe music on. REAL LOUD. 


Well, it was real loud back then, see. Nowadays most neighbors’ kids who 
have cars have audio systems in their cars that would make that old 
tube-and-wire set up the neighbor had sound like a cheap dictaphone. For 
power levels, at least.

Hi Wayne, 


I use #14 ga. insulated single condutor stranded wire from Home Depot. It's 
about $16-18 per 500' spool. Cheap, and it rolls up very easily. I found 
it rolls up a lot easier then smaller wire they sell. I use masking tape to 
keep it tidy after rolling. Leaves no goop on the wire. 


As noted The Wireman sells Flexi wire that's excellent, but a lot more 
money. THey have some excellent stuff for sale, as well as DavisRF. BTW 
DavisRF will give a 7% discount if you're a member of a club.
